of Italy motor race in which 
and 11 spectators were killed. 


British racer Gerald Ashmore 
was Injured seriously, 25 
spectators Including five Swiss 
tnd two Germans, were hurt 
when, Baron Yon Trips’ Ferrari 
hurtled into a crowd packed 
tibow to elbow, *

shocked crowda pushed back 
and cars roaring araund the 

. track for two hours past the 
bodles of the dead strewn over 
the grass and’ covered with 

newspapers. i 


Three-way crash 


Hill whipped into the tead 
after Von Trips's car figured it 
t three-way crash with two 
Lotus racers driven by Britons 
Jimmy Clark and Gerald 
Clark was uninjured, 

Hill knew there had been on 
accident, but had not been told 
anyone died, At the end of the 
race, as he beamed with hap- 
piness while “the American 
Anthem was played, he learned 
what had happened. He burst 
into tears and was too shocked 
to speak. 


The victory virtually clinched 
for him the 1961 World Drivers’ 
Champlonship, He had been in 
second place after Von Trips, 
with only the Grand Prize of 
{he United States yet to rum. 

After trial runs yesterday, 


{Von Trips had declined to make 


any prediction on the outcome 
of the race, 

“Don't ask me to make a 
on tomorrow's -race," 
he told re orters, “this will 
be a race sn which anything 


j oight happen,” 


The fatal crash came during 
the second Jap, only a few 
minutes after the race had 
started over the combined 
Monza track and open road 
course, one of the world’s 
fastest specdways, 

A few minutes from the end, 
farmer motorcycle champion 
John Surtees of Britain was 
Involved fn_another accident with 
Joachim Bonnicr of Sweden. 
Surtees’ Cooper plunged off the 
track, but nether he nor the 
Swedish ace wag injured, 


The fatal moment 


Only 12. of the 32. starting 
cars finished the 430 kilometre 
(263.6 mile) race, 

Von Trips z00med into the 
Jeand on the first inp and was 
whipping hts Ferrar! into posl~ 
tion for the banked. Veedano 
‘curve at the south ond of the 
open circuit back track wher 
the accident occurred, 

Clark said afterwards: “Von 
Trips wag running close to the 
inaldo of the track.

At one poln 
Von Trips veered aldeways so 
that my front wheels collided 


with his back wheels, It was 
the fatal moment. 

"Von Trips’ car spun twice 
and went into the guardrail 
along the inside of the track, 
Then it bounced back, struck 
my own car and bounced Into 
the crowd on the outside.” 

Ashmore's car was belleved to 
have hit either Von Trips’ red 
Ferrart or Clark's Lotus some- 
where during the pileup.
